Dowagiac 
Firm 
Stays

Dowagiac, Mich., Aug. 19 UP)— 
Officials of the Heddon Bait Co. 
said today that they would keep 
the plant* open despite mass CIO 
picketing which brought state po­ 
lice to the scene of an 11-weeks- 
old strike. 
“We're not shutting the p la n t" 
Trip Lund, production manager, 
told reporters after a mobile picket 
line 
of 
40 
automobiles 
driven 
bumper to bumper kept most of 
the employes off the job today. 
Governor Sigler called out state 
police 
for 
the third 
time 
this 
month, 
charging that the CIO 
United Auto Workers were rush­ 
ing outside “goon squads" to the 
aid of the Dowagiac strikers. 
In union parlance, goon squads 
are roving bands of pickets avail­ 
able 
for 
duty at any potential 
trouble spot on a strike front. 
“This whole business started ’n 
Michigan a few years ago," Sigler 
told 
State Police Commissioner 
Donald S. Leonard, “and this is a 
good time to stop it.” 
Mayor James L. Black appealed

Detroit, Aug. 19 (ZP)—'The Mur­ 
ray Corp. of America, waiving its 
right to court action 
under 
the 
Taft-Hartley law, today 
won an 
agreement from the CIO United 
Auto Workers settling a 29-day 
strike of 7,000 employes. 
In return, the Union laced tight 
restrictions about its 
members’ 
rights to strike and 
completely 
outlawed slowdown and 
sit down 
strikes. 
The company also granted a 15 
cent an hour wage increase retro­ 
active to May I. The contract runs 
until Jan. 
31, 1949. 
The walkout of 
Murray 
em­ 
ployes July 21 created an auto­ 
motive supply bottleneck affect­ 
ing 65.000 production workers in 
other Detroit plants. 
President Clarence

thf company, said the agreement 
was “in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of the Taft Hartley law.”

purchases

goods, which sagged 16 per cent 
in June, may be further reduced 
by trade concessions to the Brit­ 
ish at the Anglo-American dollar 
conference here, American 
offi­ 
cials predicted today. 
The commerce department re­ 
ported that hard-pressed England, 
now suffering an economic crisis, 
was the only major European na­ 
tion to Increase its buying 
from 
the U. S. In June. 
British p u r­ 
chases 
here totalled $99,800,000 
for the month, 
$5,300,000 
more 
than in May. 
Most 
other 
nations 
reduced 
their American purchases. 
That 
resulted in the first sizeable post­ 
war decline of U. S. exports.

Hear Playground Appeal 
By Rotary Club 


Munising—Members of the city 
volunteer 
fire 
department 
ap­ 
proached the city commission at 
the commissioners regular meet­ 
ing Monday evening, relative 
to 
giving the fire 
department 
an 
hourly pay raise in line with the 
pay rates of other volunteer fire 
departments of the same size 
in 
the Upper Peninsula. 
The commissioners after hear­ 
ing the representatives, said they 
would have to 
give 
the 
matter 
more thought before any action 
could be taken. 
Firemen voiced 
their 
opinion 
that the 
Munising 
department 
was the worst paid in the LL IT 
with a rate of one dollar per hour, 
except in winter when they re­ 
ceive $2.00 for the first hour, and 
S1.00 thereafter. 
Representatives 
said they would like enough of a 
pay boost to put the local hourly 
rate the same as the 
Newberry 
department 
is 
getting. 
Tile 
spokesman staled Newberry vol­ 
unteers are being paid $2.50 for 
the first hour and $1.00 for each 
hour thereafter. 
Mayor 
Gibson, 
supported 
by 
Commissioners 
St. 
Martin 
and 
Dougherty mentioned 
that 
such 
an increase in the 
hourly 
wage 
might not be feasible at this time, 
but that 
they 
would 
consider 
possibilities of a small raise soon 
to be followed by another later on 
to bring the local scale up to that 
of other IT P. communities which 
are similar in 
size. 
No 
definite 
action was taken at the meeting 
however. 
Rotary club members 
headed 
by Adolph Stebler, club president 
also appeared at the commission 
meeting requesting the city com­ 
missioners, if possible, to continue 
the Rotary Club 
proposition 
of 
developing the playground 
area 
south of town which was started 
in 1934. 
Though considerable work has 
been done on the 
project 
since 
1934 when a football 
field 
and 
ball diamond was constructed on 
the grounds, 
the 
Rotary 
club, 
Stebler said, would 
like 
to 
see 
completion of their original plans 
which culled for a ball diamond 
football field, kitten ball diamond" 
a wading pool 
for 
to ts, 
tennis 
courts and a track field. 
The club 
appealed 
especially 
for the city to undertake at pre­ 
sent the 
leveling 
of 
a 
“sore- 
thumb 
knoll in the area which 
definitely has to go before 
the 
program can be carried to 
com­ 
pletion. Stebler 
said, 
and 
also 
urged that the city go ahead with 
the laying of a cinder track. Other 
constructions called for 
by 
the 
original plans are not as import­ 
ant at the moment as the track Is, 
the club representatives pointed 
ou’; agreeing that those could be 
le'f undone until later. They also 
asked tr.at portions of the present 
playground be given better drain­ 
age. 
The commissioners stated they 
would look into the 
matter 
and 
would eliminate the sore-thumb 
knoll as soon as possible so that 
the improvements of the grounds 
as called for in the original nlan 
could go ahead 
at 
the 
earliest 
possible time.

Accompanying Mr. Wales to the 
meeting were Paul A. 
Wohlen, 
Escanaba, supervisor for the For­ 
est Service and 
Charles 
Burton, 
city, longtime former employe of 
the department. 
In the United States today there 
are about 461 
million 
acres 
of 
timberland of which 
about 
one 
third is not. productive or in areas 
too difficult to log. Ten per cent 
of the acreage or about 44 million 
acres is virgin forest and 161 mil­ 
lion acres is saw timber. 
Michigan has about 17 million 
acres of timberland but 
we are 
using it much faster than we are 
growing it, Mr. Wales declared. 
Figures 
reveal 
that 
in 
1941 
Michigan was using three 
times 
as much forest products as it pro­ 
duced in contrast w’ith 1909 when 
this state produced twice what it 
used. 
Big mills of the Upper Penin­ 
sula have but ten to 15 years op­ 
eration left at the present rate, 
and then they will close for good 
as there is no chance of moving 
westward as they did after the 
pine in Michigan was cut. 
He said the mill at Nahm.a was

Two hun­ 
dred board feet per acre per year 
can be produced in forests selec­ 
tively logged and properly cut. 
A five point program 
of the 
F o re st Service chief for improve­ 
ment of the forests in this nation. 
First and foremost is fire pro­ 
tection. In this Michigan ranks as 
one of the best states in the na­ 
tion but there is still room 
for 
improvement. 
Second comes reforestation. 
In 
the nation are 75 million acres of 
denuded land which needs plant­ 
ing. Again Michigan came in for 
praise, for, of 650,000 acres plant­ 
ed in the nation, half is in Mich­ 
igan. Third on

is 
stand improvement. Waste reduc­ 
tion comes fourth. A’ present half 
of the tree is wasted either in the 
woods or 
in 
processing. 
Better 
management and improved

ting practices comes fifth and last 
on the list.
